Paper Making in Japan 
Next to cotton spinning, the pro- 
duction of paper is Japan's greatest 
industry. Centuries before Occident- 
al people learnec to manufacture pa- 
per from rags it was being made in 
China from actual fibres. From 
China this art was‘carried to Europe 
through Central Asia by the Arabs. 
It is cgimed that Egyptians were the 
first to manufacture paper, but their 
papyrus was not real paper, being 


growing on the banks of the Nile. 

The material for first making paper 
employed by the Chinese was the so- 
called paper: mulberry bush, which 
is known as “kozu" in Japan. The val- 
ue of the annual production of Japan- 
ese machine-equipped mills is about 
eight million dollars, and that of the 
hand mills reaches over, nine miltion 
dollars. 

Thousands of natives are employed 
in paper manufacture. Hand-made 
paper is produced mainly by farmers 
as a secondary occupation which they 
can pursue in seasons when there is 
nothing ty be done in the flelds. There 
are no less than sixty thousand fain- 
flies engaged in the industry. Print- 
ing paper is the most important kind 
produced in Japan, The next in 
importance is cardboard.

es in that province at the present time |

Sardines and Sprats 


Though they are totally different 
species of fish, sprats are sometimes 


sold as sardines, and few _ people 
know of the distinctions between | 
them.

In its immature state it 
lives in the warm waters off the 
shores of France, Italy and Spain, 
though occasionally it is found not far 
from the coast of Devon and Corn- 
wall. The mature pilchard, is, huw- 
ever, a well-known Cornish fish.

Sprats 
are caught In enormous quantities off 
our coasts and in Norwegian waters.

Extermination of Rats and Mice

The President of Switzerland 

The President of Switzerlaand is 
80 hedged about by the Constitution / 
that, except for official purposes and 
to facilitate the exchange of courte- 
sies and of amicable understandings 
with foreign nations, he has no more 
standing than the other six members 
of the council of which he forms a 
part. He is elected for one year, has 
no official residence,“and his chief 
business is to sign the documents of 
the Bundesrat or Council of Seven. 
His salary is, in our money, equal to 
about $3,600 a year, and there is no 
provision for private expenses, such 
as traveling or entertaining. He is 
expected to live in the capital of the 
country during the year he holds of- 
fice. His associate members in the 
Bundesrat get $3,000 a year, and they 
are elected for three years, their votes 
having the same force ak that of the 
President. 

As a rule the President of Switzer- 
land is before election a member of 
this council, and is elected to the 
higher office without opposition; but 
in 1883 he had a rival, and though 
he won in the election he was unable 
to support what in his country is 
looked upon as an affront, and com- 
mitted suicide before his inauguration. 

In this connection it might be well 
to note, too, that Switzerland is the 
one country on the globe where it 
costs nothing to die, as In certain 
cantons rich and poor are buried at} 
} the expense of the State.—Harper's |

There are two courses open to the | 
country; one is the maintenance of 
the naval supremacy of Great Brit-* 
ain; the alternative is to resign our 
naval supremacy, but give up the col: | 
ors of the Empire and rely upon the! 
system of alliances which has al-| 
ways proved disastrous and which 
will prove equally fatal in the future,

COLONIZATION SCHEME FOR 
BOTH EAST AND WEST 


The Duke of Sutherland Has Formed 
a Strong Canadian Board for Pro- 
Ject That Will Supply Ready-Made 
Farme for Britishers in Ontario and 
the. West. 

Montreal.—The Duke of Suther- 
land’s land colonization scheme will 
take effect in eastern as well as west- 
ern Canada, and will be the biggest 
thing of the kind ever undertaken 
in the country by private enterprise. 

In the course of an interview here 
his grace sald: 

I have organized what {s “to be 
known as the Imperial Colonization 
corporation of Canada, with a capital 
In order to interest 
others as well as myself in this im- 
migration scheme I have formed a 
strong Canadian board for this com- 
pany and intend also to form a strong 
Baglish board. The duties of the 
former will be purely those of man- 
agement, and those of the London 
board will consist largely of the se- 
lection of the immigrants. 

The company will buy up large 
tracts of land and will cut them up 
into small ready-made farms, very 
similar to the ready-made farms of 
the Canadian Pacific railway. These 
will be sold to Hritish Inimigrants on 
easy terms whereby they will pay for 
them in the form of rent. 

“The company will be run on a 
Strictly business basis, with this dif- 
ference from the ordinary commercial 
company, that profits are to be limit: 
ed to 6 per cent. Any profits over 
and above this will go aytommically 
to further the objects of the company 

As far i eastern Canada is con- 
cerned, we shall begin most probably 
in eastern Ontarfo, and our aim will 
be to prepare ready-made farms, pro- 
bably on land already under agricul- 
ture. These farms will be from five

MONTREAL HARBOR CONGESTED 


Elevators Are Loaded Up and in- 
creased Accommodation Not Yet 
Available 

Montreal.—Present indications are 
that the same conditions will prevail 
in the Montreal harbor as regards the 
grain congestion ag last year, Al- 
though it is as yet very early in the 
season, the report comes from one of 
Montreal's largest transportation 
houses that the grain elevators are 
loaded up with grain, and the pros- 
pects are none too bright.

Consider the daring pride of 
man ih judging the Lord of the Sab- 
bath for using His own Sabbath, but
